- You have read then 
that the Divell encompaſling the earth, 
did conſider mens frailties in his progrefs, 
and as the principall mark of the world, 
he moſt glorioutly attempts principalities, 
and powers : ſo that ſometimes he pleads 
the axioms of Philoſophers, and reciteth 
a peſtilent poſition out of Earrpides : that 
if faith and loyaltic be robe rent aſunder, 
itisexcuſgble, in compaſling a Diadem, 
and reaching at a Crown, Thus Stephen, 
Earle of Blozs, uſurped the Kingdome of 
England, and made wars on the taCtion of 
the Empreſs. And thus Hepry the fourth 
infringed his firſt vow, to ſtep no further 
then the Dutchic of Lazcaſter : but when 
he tound no hinderances, he quickly ran- 
ged over all other territeries and juriſdi- 
ctions. Somerimes he dilates Matchivilian 
policies, and telleth men that are cruell 
andambitious, that they which meane to 
have a ſmooth walk to contentment, yea 
tO 
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ro paſſe the time in any Orchard or Gar- 
den of pleaſure , muſt not onely remove 
the greater blocks, fticks, and.ſtories : but 
as occaſion ſerves, pick out the ſharp pib- 
bles, and rowle the ſame ſmoother. Thus 
Athalia deſtroyed the Kings ſtock to gaine 
the Diadem, And thus Rzchard the third, 
firſt removed the Queens kindred, after 
uſurped the perſons of the two Princes.

dome, Thas was Mortimer in Henry the 
fourths rzme, as1t were, baniſhed from the 
Court, Thus was long bctore thar, Robert 
Duke of Normandy deprived of his cies, 


- Thus was Zaward Plantageet Barle,of war- 


wick impritoned and deftroved ; with ma- 

ny 1uca 1x, Somertmes he makerh the 
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juſtifying of a fa&tion, and the loving of 
one another, an honeſt caule of rebellion: 
As vou ſaw in the Barrons wars, in the 
beg1nning of Hezry the fourth , when the 
King ſhould have been deftroyed at Oxen- 
ford,and afterward when the Peres main- 
tained the coadjurements of orceſter and 
Mortimer, Sometimes he raiſeth innova- 
tion and treaſon out of the circle ofambi- 
tion and vain-glory, upon any pretence of 
a tirle , as you ſaw in the firſt claime of 
Richard Plantagenet, Duke of York, and in 
the laſt tumult of the Earle of zarweck, in 
Edward the fourths time, Sometimes hee 
deceriverh honour with covetouſneſs, and 
bogges the minds of generous ſpirits with 
hope of increaſe of Living, and augmen- 
rations of Titles. Thus was the Duke of 
Buckingham caught in a inate for the Earl- 
dome of Hertford , and not only ſtretched 
his arme our to help Rrchard the third to. 
mount up to Majeſty, againit all Religion 
and Picty, but to ſpread the colours of his 
own reverge againſt the tyrant himfelte, 
whereby he loft tis cad, Somettmes he 
1mpo- 
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impoſtures men with the fanaticall hopes 
of Divelliſh promiſes from Sorcery , and 
Witchcraft : as you may read of El:nor 
Coham,who well expe&ed the preterment 
of the Protector her Husband , andof 
Stafford Duke of Buckingham, whom the 
 Cardinall ovcrthrew in Hezry the cights 
tie, Sometimes he bloweth the bellows 
of popularity, and ſwelleth men over big 
with the windy breath of opinion ; as in 
divers worthy preſidents, and inſtances of 
our own , wherein even the beſt ſubje&s 
have yet taken a wrong courſe to curbe 
their Princes, and making good cauſcs (as: 
reformation of diſorders, removing of e- 
vill Counſellors, protefting of Juſtice,and 
maintatning the honour of Marrtiall diſct- 
pine, &c.) Bawds to wicked and troublc- 
18 tome ſpirits, have in the end pulled on 
WF Geath & inſupportable aMiction on them- 
1 felves aud familics : and ſometimes he in- 
citeth even common perſons to preſump- 
tuous darings , and dangerous troubles, 
fallifying their wicked pretences, on the 
gtorious ſhews of the Kingdomes good, as

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inthe Iriſh expeditions, the rebellions of

tiall reaſon, but muſt needs be overthrown 
with the ſhoulderings of trath and up- 
rightnefſe.

ro the Emperour. For their Religion, ir is 
full of great reverence. They cal] ro their 
Churches or Moſquees 4. times a day , by 
the voyces of men, on the top of a Tow- 
er : and on Friday(their Sabbath)s.times: 
no living thing 1s pictured or engraven in 
their Churches or Moſquees to avoyd I- 
dolatry.

the others make way with ill example : 
the Church-men confirm Religion bor for 
policy, and areonly proud : they can ter- 
rifierhe fimple with fear of damnation, 
and dazle the eyes of the ignorant, with 
the gawdy colours of ſuperſtition. The 
Jew 1s grown lo cruell in his uſury and 
cxtortior,that wheras before it was much 
i ' | eo 
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to forfeit goods and lands, now he cxadts 
upon their very fleſh and blood : glorying 
at nothing more, then to ſee penury and 
wahtseatupa Chriſtian, and coldnefs of 
charity trouble his very ſoul. The Lawy- 
cr inſults with the peace of the time, and 
to wring money out of mens purſes, wreſts 
the Law to their owne fancies ; ſo that 
they juſtifie their aCtions only with legall 
authority, The Citizen 1s bountifull in

world,they viſit the Balneas, come to buy 


Fewels, make Masks in Engliſh attire, 


ule periumes, and rather then they will 
not plcaſe themſelves, allure their very 
flavcs tocarnall pleaſure. 

To conclude, if ever the Divell com- 
paſſed the Earth, and conſidered men, to 
make them ſubjects of Hell , - Cyprus 15 
now a pattcrn ; and the Turks there de- 
ſpite their Alcharon ; the Jew ſmuleth at 
cheir Religion ; the Chriſtian derideth 
the Scripture, and all men and people 


make a mock of purity and ſfancitying 
' graces, or the true way to ſalvation : So 


rhat ILjam weary ot this prophane Coun- 
excy, and deſire nothing more then the 
bleſled- 
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es ewes, 
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bleſledneſs of our own Englagd, where 
the very ſoyle is the reviver of our ſpirits, 

and good government the load-ſtarre ro
